FttHy-uiuo privates, one wagoner, oue 
artificer, two musicians, 12 corporals, 
four sergeant", one quaitermaster ser- 
geant, one first sergeant, two lieuten- 
ants and captain, making 84, instead 
103. 

The cavalry will be composed of 59 
privates, one wagoner, one saddler, 
two trumpeters, two larriers and 
black*miths, eight corporals, six ser- 
geant-, one quartermaster, one fir.t 
-ergeam, two lletitiiiauts and captain, 
making 86. 

Regiments will consist of 1 008 pri- 
vates and 18 1 fficcrs, making 3 078 in- 
fantry and 168 in two troop* of ca\- 
alry.

Changes in the Revenue Bill. 

The War Revenue Bill as reported 
to the House on the 26th coutaim 
three changes from the bill as origi- 
nally drafted as follows: 

A discount of 5 per cent, on beer 
stamps is allowed after the passage of 
the act. Telephone messages are sut- 
ject to a tax of one cent on messages 
transmitted thirty miles or more, the 
cost of which does not ex'-eed twenty- 
five cents, betweeu twentv-flve cents 
and 11.60, two oents ; between II 50 
and •+■', live cents ; in excess of $5, ten 
cents. Official telephonic and tele- 
graphic messages of the Government 
are exempt from taxation. The dif- 
ferential ot oue-half a cent on 
waters aud beverages, deni 
imported, uot otherwise subject to in- 
ternal taxation iu half-pint bottles is 
ellmiuatdd, so that the dividing line 
is pints, bottles containing oue pint or 
less to pay one cent, more than one 
pint two cents.

Madison was sn Episcopalian, and 
when young studied for the ministry 
Polk, when on his death bed, was 
baptised and joined the Presbyterian 
Church. Liucolu was a Methodist as 
is McKinley. 

In polit cs Madisou was a Jefferson- 
ian Republican (Democrat). Polk s 
Jacksooian Democrat. Lincoln and 
McKinley Republicans. 

Madisou died in a good old age 
Polk died wthin threo months of 
leaving the Whitehouse, and when 
only 54. Lincolu wi 
early in his second term at the early 
age of 56. 

All four were betweeu 50 and 60 
ycats of age when inaugurated. The 
wives ot all three of the earlier wai 
Presidents long outlived them.

Won by Admiral Dewey at Manilla. 



Three Spanish Ships Destroyed and 
Two Thousand Spaniards Slain. 



American Loss Said to be 500 Men, 



Dewey Still in Manilla Harbor. 



Spaniards Admit Heavy Losses in 
Men and Ships. 



The dailies of yesterday give an 
account of a naval battle fought on 
Sunday morning in the Harbor of 
Manilla between the American 
^nd Spanish fleets. Below we 

"give the cable messages entire as 
taken from the Enquirer: 

Hong Kong, May 1.— Advices 
from Manilla state that Commo- 
dore Dewey opened a strong can- 
nonade against the Spanish squad- 
ron guarding the harbor this 
morning. After severe fighting he 
retired to place his wounded in 
safety and then returned to the at- 
tack. After gaining a decisive 
victory he retired in the offing, 
without the loss of a vessel, though 
his list of killed and wounded is 
said to be considerable. The 
Spanish cruiser, Don Juan de 
Austria was blown up and her 
Commander killed. The cruiser 
Maria Christina was burned and 
several smaller ships of war were 
sunk. The Spanish Admiral Mon- 
tejo was compelled to transfer his 
flag from the Christina to the Isla 
de Cuba. The Spanish fleet was 
practically annihilated and Manilla 

"Is panic-stricken. It is believed 
here that the capture of the city 
is a matter of but a few hours. 



BLOW CRUSHING, 

Even According to Reports From 
Official Sources in Madrid. 

Madrid, Mav 1.— Advices from 
Manilla say that the American 
Squadron, under Commodore 
Dewey, appeared off the bay of 
Manilla at 5 o'clock this morning 
and opened a strong cannonade 
lw. r Against the Spanish Squadron and 
forts protecting the harbor. 

The Spanish second class cruis- 
er Don Juan de Austria was se- 
verely damaged and her Comman- 
der was killed. Another Spanish 
vessel was burned. 

The American Squadron retired 
having also sustained severe dam- 
age. 

A second naval engagement fol- 
lowed, in which the American 
/'Squadron again suffered considera- 
ble loss and the Spanish warships 
Mindano and Ullao were slightly 
damaged. 
i p The following is text of the 
Official Dispatch from the Gover- 
nor General of the Philippines to 
the Minister of War, Lieutenant 
General Corea, as to the engage- 
ment off Manilla: 



"Last night, April 30, the bat- 
teries at the entrance to the fort 
announced the arrival of the ene 
my's squadron, forcing a passage 
under the obscurity of night. At 
daybreak the enemy took up a po- 
sition, opening with a strong fire 
against Ft. Cavite and the arsenal. 

"Our fleet engaged the enemy 
in a brilliant combat, protected by 
the Cavite and Manilla forts. They 
obliged the enomy with heavy loss 
to maneuver repeatedly. At 9 
o'clock the American Squadron 
took refuge behind ths foreign 
merchant shipping on the East 
side of the bay. 

Our fleet, considering the ene- 
my's superiority, naturally suffered 
a severe loss. The Maria Chris- 
tinia is on fire and another ship, 
believed to be the Don Juan de 
Austria, was blown up. 

' 'There was considerable loss of 
life. Captain Cadarzo, command- 
ing the Maria Christinia, is among 
the killed. I cannot now give 
further details. The spirit of the 
army, navy and volunteers is ex. 
cellent. " 

El Heraldo says Montejo chang- 
ed his flagship during the engage- 
ment or between the two encoun- 
ters the better to direct the ma- 
neuvers. Thus he escaped the 
fate of Christini's commander. 

The second engagement was ap- 
parently begun by the Americans 
after landing their wounded on the 
West side of the bay. 

Cabinet Ministers speak of "ser- 
ious but honorable losses." 

An official telegram"received at 
a late hour from the Governor 
General of the Philippines says: 

"Admiral Montejo has trans- 
ferred his flag to the cruiser Isle 
de Cuba from the cruiser Reina 
Maria Christinia. The Reina Ma- 
ria Christinia was completely 
burnt, as was also the cruiser Cas- 
tillar the other ships having to re- 
tire from the combat, and" some 
being sunk to avoid their falling 
into the hands of the enemy." 

THEY ADMIT IT. 

Midnight.— El Heraldo de Ma- 
drid says"~tKat Admiral Montejo 
changed his flagship during the 
engagement or between the two 
encounters in order to better direct 
the maneuvers. In this way he 
escaped the fate of the Comman- 
der of the Reina Maria Christinia. 



The second engagement, accord- 
ing to El Heraldo, was apparently 
begun by the Americans after 
landing their wounded on the 
west side of the bay. In the lat- 
ter engagement the Spanish Min- 
danano and Ulloa suffered se- 
verely. 

Ministers speak of "serious but 
honorable losses." 

Admiral Bermejo, Minister 
of Marine, joined the Cabinet 
Council this evening, and inform- 
ed his colleagues that the Spanish 
forces had gained a victory in the 
Philippines. He asserted that he 
found difficulty in restraining his 
joyful emotions. 

The official dispatch does not 
mention the destruction of any 
American vessel, although it says 
that the United States squadron 
finally cast anchor in the bay be- 
hind the foreign merchantmen. 



WARNEWS. 

On Wednesday afternoon about 1 
o'clock the first real fighting with our 
warship* began in Cuban waters be- 
tween the flagship New York, Cap- 
tain Sampson in command, the moni- 
tor Puritan and the cruiser Cincinnati 
one side, and the forts at Matanzas 
on the other. This city and bay are 
about 65 miles cast of Havaua. Bat- 
teries of Point Rubal Caya and Point 
Maya guard the entrance to the har- 
bar. These began the attack, but 
their shots fell short except two, 
which passed over the New York. 
The range of firing was from 7,000 
yards at first to about 2,000 before 
he conflict ended. 

Our three vessels did effective work. 
The batteries were silenced in 18 
minutes, so precise and destructive 
were the 86 shots fired from the ves- 
sels. 

The defenses of Matanzas were be- 
ing strengthened, but by prompt ac- 
tion Captain Sampson has demolished 
the work?, and also learned about the 
skill of the gunnere. The Americans 
are greatly elated and think the easy 
work at Matanzas insures the success- 
ful attack upon Havana. 

The loss of life and propetty in the 
fort* is not known, but Spanish offi- 
cials admit that they lost some men. 
After the batteries were silenced the 
New York put to sea, leaving her 
companions near the bay. 



Lisbon, May 1. — 11 a. m. — Re- 
liable news is received here that 
the Spanish fleet was completely 
defeated off Cavite in the two na- 
val engagements this morning.

He also 
said that when he left home on Wed- 
nesday the hen was on her nest . He 
returned on Thursday, bringing two 
eggs. The first was layed on 8unday 
and has on it in raised brownish let- 
ters the following writing, running 
lengthwise from small to large end : 

"Woe unto ye men that break the 
Sabbath, for your life is short." 

Below this is a cross \\ inches by j. 

The above occupies half the surface 
of the egg. Below this is a brown 
spot egg-shaped 1^ by 1| inches. 

The second egg was layed on Wed- 
nesday, so he says, and has the fol- 
lowing writing very distinct in bold 
relief : 

"Coming of the last day i now 
write unto you in Both which i stir 
up your pure minds by way of re- 
membrance, and the elements shall 
Melt with fervent heat the end. 
Amen." 

Below this is a cross looking very 
uch like a serpent 1 7-16 inches by 
14-16th inches. 
The above almost covers the whole 
irface of the egg. The writing on 
these eggs is brownish looking, much 
like gilt. The background Is of light- 
er shade. 

Mr. Kratzer says there are people 
who are suspicious about the eggs, 
intimating that acids of some kind 
have been used. He declares that if 
any person has prepared the eggs he 
and his family have no knowledge of 
He says the eggs were layed on 
the days mentioned. He does not 
understand the matter. He took them 
home with him on Thursday, saying 
that some neighbors were coming in 
at night to see them. The hen is now 
carefully watched .

PROCLAMATION 

By the President oi the United 



"Whereas, by an act of Congres*. 
approved April 25, 1898. It U declar- 
ed th»t war exist « and that war bat 
existed since ihe 21it day of April, 
A. D. 1898, including said day, be- 
tween the foiled Sialei of Auierici 
•od the Kingdom ot Spain, and, 

«Wberea«, it beinif desirable that 
•uch war should bo conducted upon 
principles in harnnuy with the pres- 
ent views of nations and tanctiou b) 
recent practice, It has already be« 
anuouDced tuat the policy of th 
Government will be not to resort t 
privateering, but to adhere to the 
rulea of the Declaration ot Paris. 

"Now, therefore. I, William Me- 
Kiuiev, President ot the Lulled 
States ot America, by virtue of tb< 
power rested iu me by the Constitu 
tion and by-laws, do hereby declare

"5. Any SpanUh merchant 
which, prior 1 1 April 21, 1898,

A Western writer says: 'I hi 
had the pleasure ot hearing from the 
Hps of one who knew tbe history of 
the name given to our flag in recent 
years, 'Old Glory,' tbe incidents of 
the occasion. The narrator, George 
W. Bates, of Detroit, Mich., a gentle- 
man of uuusual information on 
topics and an ardent patriot, says that 
it was applied to the flag of tbe Uni- 
ted States for the first time by Capt. 
Stephen Driver, an old sea captain 
who was living in Nashville, Tenn. 
in 1862. In order to keep tbe flag, 
which had been presented to him 
while abroad by American friends, 
he hid tt in a quilt aud slept under 
its folds without its enemies being 
any tbe wiser.
